SOURCB  stated  that  about  two  weeks  prior  to  this  sighting  she  and  her 
thirteen  year  old  son  noticed  a flash  of  llrht  through  the  same  kitchen. windows, 
A.pproxlmatsl y two  weeks  subsequant  to  this  lighting  SOTTHCB  naw  a flash  of  light 
through  the  rear  porch  windows.  "Both  flashes  were  seen  at  night.  SCURCB  claimed 
that  these  flashes  came  from  "flying  saucers"  that  did  not  come  down  to  earth* 

When  questioned  concerning  her  unshakeable  belief  that  flying  saucers  are  real
